INCREASE IN 
OAA CHECKS 
IN DECEMBER 


The Mississippi Department of 
Public Welfare will increase the 
old age assistance checks of many 
persons who are already receiv- 
ing this kind of help. The rais- 
es will be made in the December 
checks of persons who are not 
already getting the legal maxi- 
mum of $30 and who do not have 
other changes in their circum- 
stances that will affect the a- 
mount of their checks. 

The Welfare Department has 
found that it will have enough 
money to make the raises from 
funds that it had expected to 
have to use to put on additional 
people who are sixty-five or over 
and became unable to help them- 
selves. Not as many people have 
applied this fall as had been ex- 
pected. This is due to the most 
part to the good crop year and 
more jobs open both to the aged 
and to their immediate family. 
Also the opening up of benefits 
under the program of old age and 
survivors insurance (usually 
known as "social security") has 
provided for some persons who 
would otherwise have applied for 
old age assistance.
